From Overseas.

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.-~—There will 
be no further soldier discharges for 
several months, Coh J. R. McAn- 
drews of the Army Genera! Staff an- 
nounced at a meeting here of the 
Committee on DemobDilization and 


Unemployment of the State Recon- | 


struction Commission. Col. McAn- 
drews, who was accompanied by 
Lieutenant-Colonel R. H. Kimball, 
also of the General Staff, stated that 
the number of soldiers serving in the 
United States has been reduced to 
the minimum needed for the main- 
tenance of the military establishment 
and that discharges for the next few 
months at least would be confined to 
men returning from overseas. 

New York police officials fear a 
crime wave because of the release of 
so many soldiers in and about the 
city, Deputy Police Commissioner 
Porter declared at a meeting lie 
urged that the soldiers be sent to 
their home draft boards for demob!- 
lization. Discharged men congregat 
ed here, he asserted, were “bette:
